.* WEEITOUE SKILL. 


A German medica] periodical, the Suddeut- 
scher Apoathicker Hettung, recently published an 
interesting stlicle on Chines: dostors and 
their! methods.’ Thea Chinesu physician, tha 
writer remarks, is not always aquaek, although 
ho ia generally so regarded in the Western 
world: ‘Phore aro many. practitionnrs of 
metliojns in China who are export in tho troat- 
ment of disease, They have become so by study 
of raco-tradition, by close observation, aud by, 
practice, rather than by what we should call 

{ profassional training. ‘Phe article, 2s translatad 
oy the Literary Digest, procrotls ag follow: 

“In Chins anybody can, play tho -plysieian. 
No examination ix necessary, Asn general 
thing, doctors are mon or edneation who hi 
fuited to pass the official govornmont exam 
tiou (4 tremendously complicated affair; a test 
rather of memory’ than of -knowledge), As 
educated mon, in Chinn, ‘they are supposed to 
know all things, und ba able to do anythiog and 
everything, even to healing tho «ick, If they: 
are in earnest, thay will atudy fora while under 
somo aged aud famous teacher, and spend a 
little while in diving decpor into knowledge, 
and if they wish to become p'armucists us well 
ax physiciaus, which is generally the case, thoy 
Jeara howto make pills, ofc. Mauy of these 
impromptu sons of Alxculupiuy sindy bat a 
few special disensas, 

“Chinese medical literatura sambracos a host 
of hooks, mary of which coutuin much mutter 
several thonsynd. years old {according to the 
Chinese chronology), Acvording to thesy tho 
heart is situeted where we place file stomach, 
and the gallebladder in the corebellum: a man 
has 12 rits, while a woman bss 14 of them + a 
man’ skull consists af eight, and n woman's of 
but six pieces. The skeleton eontaing 22 im. 
portant aud 46 unimportant parts, 

“In early times thero must have been in Chins 
(as there wore in ancient Egypt) special medical 
rschoolx, but these no longer exist. At tho 
present, time every village lus its phys 
apothecury shop. In every -distritt there is, 
a physician appointed hy tha Government, but 
without any sulary attached. His duties ara to 
determine the uature of wounds inflicled iq 
broachos of tho law, death therofrom, whon it 
ocours, and its nature ~a profitublo calling to be 
save’ He must make reports, count the wonuds 
and measure their dimensions, record them, and 
finally determine whieh, if any, cansed death, 
or whethor the subject died from natural 
causes, ‘Che party, who gives him the largest 
hovaravium,’ will of course, faro in ordinary |” 
fracas, who gives him the best, Beside thes» 
district surgeons, there is in’ Peking a court 
that has jorisdiction over questions arising: as 
to tho qualifications of physicians, and the rulas 
governing these are obeyol throughout the 
empire,. ‘ha members of this court aro

Chinese puysicians of much repute, we are 
told, novor visit on foot, but must be carried to 
the patient on o horse, or mute, in a carriage.
